(1) in respect of cultivated lands be the following 
multiples of the amount of land revenue payable on such 
lands* — 

(a) lands taken over from non-protected tenatrtg* ten 
times; 
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(&) lands taken over from protected tenant or permanent 
tenant fifteen times ; 

(c) lands taken over from the kabiz-e-kadim or inamdar, 
twenty times ; 

(2) in respect of uncultivated lands be the following 
multiples of the amount of land revenue which could reason- 
ably be assessed on such lands — 

(a) lands taken over from non-protected tenant, four 

times ; 

(b) lands taken over from protected tenant or permanent 
tenant six times ; and 

(c) lands taken over from the kabiz-e-kadim or inamdar, 
eight times/
